RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Slaughter  cattle  prices  declined  for  the 
second  consecutive  week  under  the  influence  of 
lower  dressed  beef  prices.  Slaughter  steers 
and  heifers  closed  weak  to  $1.00  lower  with 
high-Choice  and  Prime  steers  $1.00-2.00  lower 
at  Chicago.  Slaughter  cows  were  50£-$1.25  low- 
er. Relatively  liberal  receipts  of  feeder 
cattle  sold  steady  to  50#  lower.  Barrows  and 
gilts  declined  50£-$1.50  under  the  influence 
of  liberal  marketings  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday. 
Sows  were  75#-$1.50  lower.  Slaughter  lambs 
were  uneven,  steady  to  $1.00  higher  except 
steady  to  $1.00  lower  at  eastern  Corn  Belt 
terminals  and  St.  Joseph. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Slaughter 
cattle  prices  worked  lower  for  the  second  con- 
secutive week  with  most  downward  price  pressure 
during  the  two-*eek  period  centering  on  high- 
Good  to  Prime  offerings.  This  resulted  in  a 
further  narrowing  of  the  price  spread  on 
slaughter  steers  with  the  spread  now  narrowest 
in  several  weeks.  Slaughter  steers  closed 
weak  to  $1.00  lower  with  high-Choice  and  Prime 
steers  $1.00-2.00  off  in  Chicago.  Heifers  sold 
weak  to  $1.00  lower.  Cows  were  50£-$1.25  low- 
er; bulls  weak  to  $1.00  lower.  At  St.  Louis 
and  St.  Paul  vealers  sold  $2.00-4.00  lower. 
Lower  wholesale  beef  prices  proved  to  be  the 
main  bearish  factor  in  tbe  live  trade.  Although 
the  twelve  market  totals  were  slightly  in- 
creased over  the  previous  week,  the  run  includ- 
ed a  larger  volume  of  feeders.  The  number  of 
slaughter  steers  and  heifers  sold  out  of  first 
hands  at  the  7  markets  totaled  94,727  slightly 
above  the  previous  week  but  16  percent  below 
a  year  ago.  Cows  accounted  for  10  percent  of 
the  receipts  at  the  12  markets. 

Slaughter  steers:  In  Chicago  load lots  of 
mostly  Prime  1200-1400#  sold  from  $31.00-32.50, 
including  ten  loads  at  $32.50  on  Monday,  but 
nothing  sold  above  $31.50  on  Friday.  Bulk 
high-Choice  and  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  1200- 
1425#  at  Chicago  sold  from  $30.00-32.00.  At 
other  centers  high-Choice  and  Prime  1150-1400# 
steers  cashed  at  $29.00-30.50.  Bulk  Choice 
over  the  area  ranged  from  $27.00-29.50,  up  to 
$30.50  at  Chicago  for  loadlots  over  1100#.  Most 
Good  sold  from  $24.00-27.50  with  Standard  and 
low-Good  generally  $22.00-24.50. 

Slaughter  heifers:  Loadlots  of  high- 
Choice  and  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  900-1100# 
sold  from  $27.50-28.50  with  bulk  Choice 
$25.50-27.50.  Most  Good  heifers  brought  $23.00- 
26.00;  Standard  and  low-Good  $20.00-23.00. 

Cows:  Utility  and  Commercial  cows  closed 
at  $13.50-16.50  with  scattered  lots  high- 
yielding  kinds  to  $17.00;  Canner  and  Cutter 
$11.00-14.50. 

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Further  season- 
al expansion  in  marketings  of  feeder  cattle 


swelled  supplies  at  terminal  markets  to  the 
largest  numbers  thus  far  this  season.  However, 
even  though  relatively  liberal,  receipts  fell 
somewhat  short  of  the  numbers  marketed  during 
early  October  last  year.  Over-all  quality  con- 
tinued at  a  seasonally  high  level.  A  large  per- 
centage of  supplies  Choice  and  moderate 
numbers  of  mixed  Choice  and  Fancy  shipments 
were  included.  Yearling  steers  and  heifers 
predominated.  The  supply  of  two-year  old 
steers  was  very  moderate  and  three  year  olds 
were  marked  by  scarcity.  The  movement  of 
calves  failed  to  show  any  appreciable  expansion 
and  was  far  smaller  than  the  weekly  numbers 
marketed  last  year  from  mid-October  to  mid- 
November.  Trading  generally  was  only  moderate- 
ly active  and  prices  ruled  unevenly  steady  to 
50#  lower.  Recent  sharp  downturns  in  slaughter 
cattle  prices  represented  a  major  factor  influ- 
encing a  bearish  demand.

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  The  distribution 
of  hog  receipts  at  the  12  markets  was  very 
uneven,  with  above  normal  runs  arriving  Wednes- 
day and  Thursday.  During  this  period  prices 
broke  sharply  and  were  partially  recovered  Fri- 
day when  receipts  were  relatively  small.  The 
week's  run  at  the  12  markets  at  339,000  head 
was  the  largest  one  week  supply  since  Hay. 
As  a  result,  hog  prices  worked  to  the  lowest 
level  since  last  June. 

Compared  with  the  previous  week's  close 
barrows  and  gilts  were  50#-$1.50  lower,  mostly 
$1.00-1.50  off.  Sows  were  75*-$2.00  lower, 
mostly  $1.00-1.50  off.  This  claBS  comprised 
11   percent  of  the  8  market  receipts.  The 
average  weight  of  barrows  and  gilts  at  the  8 
markets  increased  4#  to  228#^

U.  S.  1-3 
200-25O#  weights  made  up  the  bulk  of  barrows 
and  gilts  offered  although  there  was  some  in- 
crease in  the  proportion  of  heavier  weights. 
Sows  estimated  8  percent  of  receipts.     Prices 
moved  generally  downward  through  Thursday  under 
liberal  supplies  with  the  sharpest  decline  of 
the  season  occurring  on  Wednesday.     Resistance 
to  the  lower  prices  developed  Thursday  and  re- 
ceipts were  small  after  midweek  influencing 
some  price  recovery  at  the  close.     Barrows  and 
gilts  were  $1.00-1.35  lower  for  the  week.     Sows 
under  400#  85tf-$1.15  lower,     heavier  sows  60- 
85£  lower.

BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 
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There  was  a  good  demand  for  greasy  do- 
mestic combing  wools  particularly  in  the  me- 
dium grades  but  supplies  were  very  limited 
and  prices  firm.  Occasional  small  lots  of 
spot  noils  moved  at  firm  prices  while  trade 
was  too  limited  on  woolen  wools  to  establish 
prices. 

Supplies  in  the  domestic  primary  areas 
were  limited  to  occasional  lots  of  fall  wools 
in  Texas  and  California  and  12  months  wools 
were  practically  cleaned  up  in  all  sections. 

Approximately  two  million  pounds  of  do- 
mestic wools  will  be  shown  at  Des  Moines  on 
October  23  and  Minneapolis  on  October  24, 
with  a  sealed  bid  sale  at  Minneapolis  on 
October  25.  Dp  to  one  million  pounds  of 
mostly  medium  wools  will  be  shown  at  Portland, 
Oregon  October  26  with  a  sealed  bid  sale  Oc- 
tober 27. 

Cabled  reports  from  Australia  showed 
good  general  competition  with  main  buyers 
Japan  and  the  United  States.   France  and  Rus- 
sia also  participated  and  prices  were  firm. 
Good  general  competition  was  noted  in  South 
Africa  with  France  and  the  United  States 
the  principal  operators  in  a  firm  market. 
There  were  occasional  forward  sales  of  New 
Zealand  slipes  and  carpet  wool  types  at  firm 
rates  for  shipment.  In  South  America,  markets 
held  firm  in  Buenos  Aires  for  carpet  wools 
while  new  clip  wools  were  offered  from 
Montevideo. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Medium  grades  fleece  wools 
were  estimated  around  $1.12  clean  basis  in 
the  local  market. 

Territory  Wools  -  Graded  64s  good  French 
combing  and  staple  Territory  wool  was  offered 
at  $1.30  clean  basis,  graded  62s  around 
$1.20,  graded  56/58s  at  $1.15  and  graded 
50/54s  around  $1.12-1.13  clean  basis  in  the 
local  market. 

Texas  Wools  -  Occasional  lots  of  greasy 
fall  lambs  wool  in  Texas  sold  at  an  estimated 
clean  price  of  $1.00-1.05  while  fall  wool 
brought  around  950  clean  basis,  delivered 
East. 

Mohair  -  There  was  a  little  mohair  busi- 
ness for  domestic  consumption  8t  66|0  for 
adult  and  $1.06|  for  kid  hair  to  the  ware- 
house with  trade  somewhat  slower  than  in  re- 
cent weeks. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Spot  stocks  of  foreign 
wools  were  limited  and  trade  was  dull.  Cabled 
reports  at  week's  end  follow  with  combing 
wools  converted  to  clean  U.  S.  oil-combed 
yields  and  short  wools  to  scouring  yields, 
in  bond.

LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  beef  prices  were 
50#-$1.50  lower,  mainly  $1.00  off;  cow  beef 
50#-$1.00  lower;  veal  and  calf  .steady  to 
$4.00  lower,  mostly  $1.00-2.00  off.  Lamb  sold 
$1.00-3.00  lower  at  Philadelphia  and  Washington, 
otherwise  steady.  Pork  loins  were  steady  to 
$5.00  lower;  spareribs  and  Boston  butts  $1.00- 
7.00  lower;  fresh  skinned  hams  mostly  steady 
to  $2.00  lower,  but  firm  at  New  York. 

Kosher  dressed  steer  beef  sold  weak  to 
50#  lower;  kosher  lamb  $3.00-4.00  lower,  and 
kosher  veal  and  calf  weak  to  mostly  $1.00 
lower. 

Supplies  of  beef  and  lamb  along  the  sea- 
board were  mostly  normal,  except  at  Washington 
steer  beef  was  well  below  normal.  Veal  and 
calf  supplies  were  moderate  at  New  York, 
slightly  below  normal  at  Philadelphia,  other- 
wise normal.   Pork  supply  was  mostly  normal. 
Trading  for  beef  was  generally  slow  and  most 
markets  reported  a  fair  outlet  for  round  and 
chuck  cuts,  but  loins,  ribs  and  hinds  were 
slow.  Some  steer  cuts  were  carried  at  New 
York  and  Philadelphia.  Veal  and  calf  was 
fairly  active  despite  the  downturn  at  all 
markets.  Lamb  opened  slow  but  picked  up  at 
mid-week,  and  at  some  markets  late  upturns 
partially  offset  early  declines. 

CHICAGO  -  Steer  beef  sold  SO  #-$1.50  lower, 
heifer  fully  50#  lower,  veal  $1.00  to  mostly 
$2.00  lower,  lamb  steady,  pork  loins  8-16# 
50#-$1.00  lower,  Boston  butts  4-8#  $2.00  lower, 
spareribs  3#  down  $5.00-5.50  lower. 

Moderate  supplies  in  each  fresh  meat 
division  proved  ample  for  the  trade  in  most 
instances.  A  continuation  of  a  liberal  volume 
of  carcasses  under  700#  prevailed  in  beef, 
these  largely  Good  to  average-Choice  grades. 
While  lamb  still  leans  to  the  55#  and  down 
side,  heavier  weights  appeared  in  increasing 
numbers . 

Trading  on  both  steer  and  heifer  beef 
was  a  slow  affair  on  each  session.  All  in- 
terests were  active  in  the  arm,  square  cut 
chuck  and  round  trade  with  prices  following 
a  higher  trend.  However,  the  advances  were 
offset  by  downturns  on  ribs  and  loins  which 
were  slow,  light  weights  accumulating  in  most 
quarters  to  burdensome  proportions.   Increased 
supply  and  narrow  demand  forced  lower  levels 
all  weights  and  grades  of  veal.  A  slow  open- 
ing lamb  trade  snowed  only  slight  improvement 
by  mid-week.  Lamb  legs,  stews  and  shoulders 


were  absorbed  in  most  channels  of  outlet, 
while  on  the  other  hand  ribs  and  particularly 
loins  were  on  the  draggy  side.  Fresh  pork 
trade  was  generally  slow  except  loins  were 
in  moderate  demand  through  Wednesday. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Carcass  steer  and  heifer 
beef  sold  steady  to  50#  lower.  Cow  beef  was 
steady  to  50 #  lower  in  C-<lifornia,  but  steady 
in  Portland  and  Seattle.  Calf  held  mostly 
steady  in  Los  Angeles.  Calf  and  veal  sold 
weak  to  $1.00  lower  in  San  Francisco  and  weak 
to  $2.00  lower  in  the  Northwest.  Lamb  sold 
steady  to  $1.00  lower,  the  full  downturn  in 
Los  Angeles.   Pork  sold  steady  to  $5.00  lower 
with  the  most  marked  declines  on  fresh  items, 
particularly  loins,  Boston  butts  and  spare- 
ribs. Cured  pork  was  steady  to  $3.00  lower, 
instances  $4.00  lower  on  sliced  bacon  in 
Los  Angeles.  Normal  supplies  of  meat  sold 
in  a  slow  trade.  However,  some  improved 
activity  developed  on  fresh  pork  late. 

CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

CHICAGO,  DENVER,  OMAHA,  NEW  YORK  AND 
PHILADELPHIA  -  Prices  declined  on  steer 
and  heifer  beef  as  demand  was  poor  and 
supplies  at  shipping  centers  fully  normal. 
Trading  was  generally  slow  as  prices 
reached  the  lowest  levels  in  six  weeks. 
Closing  prices  on  steer  beef  were  from 
50 #-$2. 50  lower,  largely  $1.00-1.50  low- 
er with  Choice  grade  showing  the  most 
decline.  Heifer  beef  sold  from  50 #-$1.50 
lower,  mostly  50#-$1.00  lower.  Cow  beef 
was  $1.00-2.00  lower.  Clearance  was  in- 
complete on  steer  and  heifer  beef  at  some 
shipping  centers,  but  generally  complete 
on  cow  beef. 

Supplies  of  carcass  lamb  were  near 
normal  and  demand  was  moderate  as  prices 
advanced.  Trading  was  moderately  active 
and  prices  were  50#-$1.00  higher  mostly 
around  $1.00  up  with  a  few  $1.50  higher 
at  New  York.  Clearance  was  near  complete. 

Demand  was  moderate  for  pork  products 
and  prices  declined  influenced  by  liberal 
supplies.   Pork  loins  sold  $1.00-1.50 
lower  at  Omaha  and  $1.00-2.00  lower  at 
Chicago.

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THE       LIVESTOCK       AND       MEAT       SITUATION 

Approved  by  the  Outlook  and  Situation  Board,  September  27,  1962 

SUMMARY 

Production  of  red  meat  in  August  was  up  about  1  percent  from  last  August  but  down  season- 
ally about  7  percent  from  the  June-July  rate  of  production.  With  the  exception  of  veal  calves 
and  cows,  prices  for  slaughter  livestock  averaged  higher  in  August  than  in  July.  Livestock 
prices  also  were  above  year-earlier  prices  in  August  except  for  slaughter  cows.  Fed  steer 
and  slaughter  lamb  prices,  in  particular,  were  substantially  improved  over  year-earlier  levels. 

Beef  production  in  July  and  August  included  more  heifer  and  cow  beef  but  less  steer  beef 
relative  to  this  spring  or  last  summer.  The  decrease  in  supply  of  steer  beef  brought  sharply 
higher  prices  for  fed  steers,  which  in  turn  pulled  heifer  prices  up. 

The  1962  spring  pig  crop  is  estimated  at  49.6  million  head — 2  percent  less  than  the  1961 
spring  crop — with  most  of  the  reduction  occurring  in  April  and  May  litters.  Hog  slaughter  is 
increasing  seasonally,  and  prices  likely  will  decline  slowly  to  a  November  low.  During  this 
period,  slaughter  supplies  will  be  below  last  fall,  and  prices  will  probably  continue  above 
a  year  earlier. 

The  September  Pig  Crop  Report  indicated  this  fall's  crop  may  be  a  little  larger  than  the 
2  percent  increase  over  1961  planned  in  June.  June-August  farrowings  in  10  of  the  Corn  Belt 
States  were  up  4  percent,  and  4  percent  more  sows  were  held  for  September-November  litters 
this  year  than  last.  These  States  also  report  plans  to  increase  December-February  litters 
by  4  percent,  indicating  a  modest  increase  is  likely  in  the  1962  spring  pig  crop.  Hence, 
hog  slaughter  next  year  probably  will  exceed  this  year  by  a  small  margin,  and  hog  prices  in 
1963  likely  will  average  close  to  or  a  little  below  1962. 

Sheep  and  lamb  slaughter  is  now  at  the  fall  seasonal  peak  and  likely  will  decline  through 
the  rest  of  1962.  Lamb  prices  are  expected  to  hold  relatively  steady. 

Prices  for  Choice  steers  sold  out  of  first  hands  at  Chicago  rose  about  $2  per  hundred 
pounds  in  July  and  then  continued  up  to  near  $29  by  the  end  of  August.  Choice  steers  averaged 
$28.19  at  Chicago  for  the  month  of  August — the  highest  average  price  for  any  month  since  May 
1959.  Heifer  prices  followed  somewhat  the  same  pattern,  but  the  increase  in  price  was  limited 
to  about  half  the  rise  in  steer  prices.  Cow  prices,  on  the  other  hand,  dropped  about  $1  per 
hundred  pounds  from  June  to  July  and  then  declined  about  another  10  cents  per  hundred  on 
the  average  in  August. 

The  summer  rise  in  fed  cattle  prices  was  reflected  in  higher  prices  for  feeder  cattle. 
The  average  cost  of  feeder  steers  shipped  from  10  markets  for  the  week  ending  September  22 
was  $25.50.  This  is  about  $2  above  the  June  average  price  and  $2.40  above  the  price  for  the 
comparable  week  last  September.  Above  average  summer  grazing  conditions  throughout  most  of 
the  West,  along  with  good  prospects  for  winter  wheat  pasture,  added  almost  $2  to  the  price  for 
Choice  stocker-feeder  steer  calves  from  June  to  late  September. 

Prices  of  hogs  have  risen  rather  steadily  since  May.  In  September,  prices  at  8  Midwest 
markets  reached  the  highest  level  since  the  fall  of  1958.  Since  June,'  prices  have  been  near 
or  above  a  year  earlier  and  likely  will  continue  so  the  rest  of  the  year.  For  the  entire 
year,  the  average  price  to  producers  will  be  close  to  the  $16.60  per  100  pounds  received  by 
farmers  in  1961. 

The  generally  higher  level  of  hog  prices  during  the  last  2  years,  and  this  summer  in 
particular,  are  primarily  the  result  of  reduced  supplies.  However,  prices  have  been  supported 
by  higher  prices  for  beef  and  improved  demand  conditions  in  1962.  Since  mid-1960,  commercial 
hog  slaughter  has  been  as  high  as  7  million  head  per  month  only  5  timest 

A  steady  to  strong  price  situation  for  lambs  throughout  the  remainder  of  this  year  and 
into  the  first  quarter  of  1963  now  appears  likely.  In  light  of  the  4  percent  decrease  in  this 
year's  lamb  crop,  the  high  level  of  sheep  and  lamb  slaughter  through  September  indicates  de- 
creased supplies  of  lamb  for  the  fourth  quarter.
